“Accessibility involves two issues,’ he 
says. One is the obvious need for longer 
hours, so that users can have better oppor- 
tunities to come to the library. The other is 
technical. The collection needs to become 
organized more effectively so that re- 
searchers in particular can make the best use 
of the resources.” In addition, the Librarian 
notes that the collection is still too little 
known among scholars. “We’ve only begun 
to tell the professional world that this 
collection is here,” he comments. 

Longer hours, Trinkaus-Randall says, are 
a conundrum. “If the Library is more 
accessible, it is eligible for more outside 
support. In order to be more accessible we 
must have more staff, and to have more staff 
we need more support.” In the meantime, 
projects to improve technical accessibility 
have begun. Conversion to the Library of 
Congress classification system will result in a 
more efficient and reorganized card cata- 
logue, more convenient for Library users. A 
project to process the Edward S. Morse 
papers (see related story) should be fol- 
lowed by similar projects to reprocess the 
entire manuscript collection. One important 
step sought by Trinkaus-Randall will be

joining OCLC, the Online Cataloguing 
Library Center, which provides access to 
over 12 million cataloguing records. “OCLC 
is important in another way,” says Trinkaus- 
Randall. “Through it, librarians and re- 
searchers nationwide can learn what re- 
sources we have.” Patrons are another 
important means of spreading word of the 
Library’s holdings, and Trinkaus-Randall uses 
his professional affiliations to build peer 
awareness of the Library. 

While primary sources are a major 
concern of the Library, it includes both 
reference and periodical services. “Our 
reference resources include specialized ma- 
terials such as Lloyd’s Register in addition to 
standard sources,” says Trinkaus-Randall. 
“We have 900 periodical titles, including 200 
current titles.” 

As the Library becomes better known it 
can enhance the Museum’s professional 
reputation, continue to meet its first purpose 
as a staff resource, and acquaint the 
professional community with important doc- 
umentary sources. “It can be used more,” 
says Trinkaus-Randall, “and it should be used 
more.”

MORSE PAPERS 


“Sixty years after his death, Edward S. Morse 
remains a presence in this Museum,” says 
archivist Jessica Goldzweig. “He was an 
incredibly diverse and amazing personality. 
His high enthusiasm continued all his life, 
and flowed into any topic he studied.” 

Morse (1838-1925) was Director of the 
Museum from 1880 to 1916. In 1877, while 
the Museum's zoology curator, he went to 
Japan to study marine invertebrates. Morse 
discovered the traditional folkways of Japan 
crumbling under the pressure of westerniza- 
tion and in less than three years formed 
collections of ceramics, arts and crafts which 
today preserve the outline of Japan’s Edo 
Period. He also pursued his original pur- 
pose, marine biology, discovered the Omori 
shell mound site and there conducted 
Japan’s first systematic archaeological excava- 
tion. For these and many other contributions 
Morse remains an honored figure in Japan. 

In addition to marine biology, ceramics 
and archaeology, Morse was competent in 
architecture, astronomy, ballistics, ethnology, 
music and numismatics. Archivist Goldzweig, 
now at the Massachusetts Historical Society, 
spent eight months in 1985 processing the 
papers of Edward S. Morse. The project was 
funded through the generosity of Shogoku- 
kan Publishing, Ltd. of Tokyo. 

Morse’s broad interests make him a 
compelling source for scholars of many 
disciplines, but also make his papers a 
particular challenge to an archivist. “Morse 
kept everything,” says Goldzweig. “Sixty feet 
of material. A large part of the challenge 
was not to get lost.” Edward S Morse in later life.

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The archivist’s job is to process, arrange, 
and describe such a collection, to enable a 
researcher to discover the person behind 
the papers. A research period begins a 
project, followed by physical organization, 
which includes storage in acid-free materials. 
Finally, the archivist writes a finding aid. 
“This includes the person’s biography, a 
scope and content statement, chronology 
and a list of contents,” says Librarian Gregor 
Trinkaus-Randall. “Jessica’s job wasn’t easy, 
due to the size of the collection and the 
range of Morse’s interests.” 

Frequently, an archivist will identify not- 
able correspondence in the finding aid, but 
Goldzweig instead used a 20 page list of all 
correspondence. “Morse was too skilled in 
too many areas for me to feel comfortable 
choosing one letter over another,” she says. 

The archivist’s job, concludes Gold- 
zweig, “is to create a context for under- 
standing. The researcher in the Morse pa- 
pers will know something of one area. My 
task was to define the nature of the others. 
I’ve discovered an order to the papers as 
Morse left them, and the arrangement of 
the papers should now show why his inter- 
ests became increasingly diffuse. That in turn 
offers insight into Morse’s growth as an indi- 
vidual.”

Texas A & M University and Mr. Alpozen | 
was able to spend three weeks working on 
the Serce Liman hull, now being recon- 
structed in a climate-controlled building at 
Bodrum. This wreck dates from the early 
11th century AC and the hull represents the 
transitional period from the ancient shell- 
first method of construction to the modern 
frame-first technique.” Johnston had worked 
on the excavation of this wrecksite in 1977 
and 1978. 

“While | was there this year,’ Johnston 
continues, “Dick Steffy received one of the 
highest honors in the humanities, the 
so-called “genius” award from the John and 
Catherine MacArthur Foundation of Chi- 
cago. Since | had worked with Dick in the 
past, this was a special pleasure for me.” 

Johnston also attended the launching 
ceremonies of the Kyrenia Ship Replica 
near Athens. “The original vessel sank off 
Kyrenia, Cyprus around 306 BC,” he 
explains. “Despite its age, some 70 percent 
of the hull was preserved. Its excavator, 
Michael Katzev of INA decided to raise, 
conserve and reconstruct it. The replica was 
built using the same methods as the ancient 
Greeks had employed on the original.” 

Dr. Johnston also joined the expedition 
working on the excavation of the world’s 





earliest shipwreck site found on the south- 
ern coast of Turkey near the town of Kas. 
Dating to around 1400 BC, the site was first 
visited by Oguz Alpdzen in 1983 and is 
presently being excavated by George Bass. 
“The site lies on a steep rocky slope from 
150 to 170 feet deep,” says Johnston. “The 
finds are very, very rich. They include over 
100 metal ingots, swords, spears, razors, 
miniature bronze animals, Mycenaean and 
Syrian pottery and numerous gold articles. 
At the end of the first season’s work in 1984, 
test trenches revealed hull remains, which is 
a most important discovery.” 

Among many other activities Johnston 
lectured to the members of the Bodrum 
Museum on the shipwreck of Cleopatra’s 
Barge, America’s first luxury yacht, which 
was built in Salem in 1816 and sank off 
Hawaii in 1824. The Museum hopes to 
investigate this famous wrecksite in the 
future, and Dr. Johnston’s experience in this 
exchange program directly benefits the 
project. He and Mr. Alpozen also discussed 
various possible exhibit exchanges between 
the two partner institutions in the future. 

Johnston will present an illustrated slide 
lecture on his exchange visit to Turkey at 
11:00 am, December 19 in the AV room of 
the Museum.

RECENT 
ACCESSIONS 


The Maritime History Department has 
received a brass ship’s bell from the Lord 
Suffolk, a British fishing vessel built in the 
1930s. The bell is the gift of Mr. Francis L. 
Higginson. 











In addition, the department has pur- 
chased a watercolor of two British ships 
attributed to Michele Felice Corne. This 
was a detail from hand-painted wallpaper 
in the artist’s house at Newport, Rhode 
Island. In 1972 this had been loaned to the 
Museum’s exhibit of Corne’s work. 

“This detail fills out a gap in our 
Corne collection,” reports Paul Winfisky, 
Keeper of Paintings. “Although painted 
wallpapers were one of his claims to 
fame, we had no example.” 

Corne (1752-1845), a Neapolitan, 
arrived in Salem in 1800 aboard the Derby 
ship Mount Vernon. He lived in the 
Pickman House, now owned by the 
Museum, and became a sought-after 
painter. His present standing rests largely 
on ship portraits and other marine sub- 
jects, but Corne also produced a number 
of portraits and landscapes of some merit. 
He was associated with the East India 
Marine Society and the collection today 
includes works painted for the Society or 
for individual members. The artist moved 
to Boston about 1807, and to Newport in 
1a2z, 








The Asian Export Art Department has 
received a Chinese export jewel box, c. 
1780-90, the anonymous gift of a generous 
friend of the Museum. The box was 
probably made at Canton for the British 
market. It is of black lacquer with gilt 
borders surrounding paintings on top and 
sides. The silk lined compartments are 
divided with ivory separations, and each has 
an ivory cover with an ivory, fruit shaped, 
finial.

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The Natural History Department has re- 
ceived a collection of 52 bird mounts and an 
egg collection assembled by Charles Truman 
Stevens between 1870 and 1918. The speci- 
mens were largely collected in Salem and 
Swampscott and were given in memory of 
Mr. Stevens by his daughter, Mrs. Florence 
Carone of Swampscott.

AWARDED 


SECOND 
IMS GRANT 
OF 1985 


The Institute of Museum Services (IMS) 
has awarded a $25,000 grant for conserva- 
tion to the Peabody Museum of Salem, 
Massachusetts. The award is the second to 
the Museum this year by IMS. A $75,000 
grant for general operating support was 
announced in July. 

“The conservation grant provides 
matching funds to establish a large scale 
paper conservation project at the Pea- 
body Museum,” says Museum Conserva- 
tor William Phippen. “We will initiate a 
conservator-in-residence program that 
will treat works of art on paper. Our first 
objective will be works from the Asian 
Trade Arts collection, anticipating the 
opening of the Museum’s new wing in 
19878 

The two part treatment and survey 
program will yield improved preservation 
for the Asian Trade Arts collection, and 
will provide a starting point for a subse- 
quent treatment program in the Maritime 
History collection. “The grant will aid us 
in creating a permanent paper conserva- 
tion program,” Phippen concludes.
